2. Reports of Soviet interest and research in this direction, 
plus runors, reports and evaluations of possible Soviet use of those 
techniques in interrogations, arc sufficient to warrant careful in¬ 
vestigation of tho subject as a basis for evaluating the extent of 
the thrc--at to U, S. National Security.
